Elections for representatives on 
Students' Council will be held 
today. Polls will be open through- 
out the campus at varying times, 
according to their location. 
Arts and Science Candidates 
Five candidates are running for 
election as Arts and Sciences 
representatives on Students' 
Councir, today. Three of the five 
will be chosen. 
Richard Marcus: Marcus 
major concern on Council will be to 
"see what the students in both arts 
and sciences want." He said that he 
canvassed students for their opin- 
ions of the Daily when the issue 
was brought bcfdire Council, and 
that "I will go back to the students 
-in my faculties on all major 
decisions, as a representative 
should do." 

. "If anything is detrimental to 
arts and sciences, I will vote to 
oppose it," ho said. Marcus said he 
will abstain from decisions which 
would not affect his faculties. 

Marcus favours the continued 
union of the arts and science 
faculties, and asserted that domin- 
ation by Arts was becoming a 

Financial responsibility is "ex- 
tremely important" to Marcus. He 
said, "Day care at McGill should be 
expanded", but, "you can't give 
away $16,000 without going 
through the proper channels, 
otherwise the system won't work." 
Marcus was referring to the money 
requested by the McGill Day Care 
Co op (MDCC). 

Michael Johnson: Johnson said he 
was running on basically the same 
platform he used in the by-elec- 
tions^ 



Johnson said he would support 
day care, establish a "publication 
board" as a liaison between the 
Daily and Council, and promote a 
representative for the residences 
on Council. 

Johnson also said 'The Students' 
Society cannot limit itself to 
academics and campus activities. It 
has to recognize larger issues 
because the students will bo 
involved with these themselves 
imcday." 
Johnson claimed' he would vote 
his conscience on issues before 
Council, saying, "It would be 
impossible for me to be contrary to 
my personal views on any question 
whatsoever." 

Ira Hoffman: Hoffman said that 
his decisions would reflect the. 
feelings of Arts and Science stu- 
dents, but, that he would "not go 
for something supported by arts 
and science if it were detrimental 
•to the whole student body." 

Hoffman believes the most pres- 
sing problem facing ASUS .is its 
size. He said, "Splitting it into two 
societies would be beneficial to 
both arts and science students. The 
body happens to be very big." 

Hoffman said he would, be 
reluctant to give the MDCC and the 
McGill Daily all they asked for. On 
day care, he said, "thero should be 
day care for tho employees of 
McGill, but it shouldn't be an open 
thing, because there are profes- 
sional services available." He said 
that the administration day care 
service (MCFC) serves the needs of 
the students, and 'money given to 
Council by the students should be 
spent, only on campus."

Committee formed 

Students' rights defended

A committee to defend demo- 
cratic rights at McGill was formed 
yesterday at a meeting of about 60 
students, prompted by recent 
police intervention in the Union 
building. 

The students voted to accept a 
proposal from the "ad hoc commit-" 
tee for democratic rights" — which 
called the meeting— to unite 
around the principle of "defence of 
democratic rights at McGill, given 
the attacks on campus groups who 
afe fighting for social change." 

Carol * Cohen . of the ad hoc 
committee emphasized the need to 
unite a large number of students to 
support rights on campus, within a 
"non-exclusionary committee." 

The meeting also agreed to 
forward five demands: 

• end the attack on democratic ? 
rights 

• no cops on campus in student 
affairs 

•no "banning" students from the 
Union building 

• no denial or withdrawal of club 
status or access to campus facilities 
to political groups 

• drop the charges against the 



McGill Student Movement (MSM). 

Two members of the MSM are in 
jail and four face charges of ,~ 
disturbing the peace, assault, and 
resisting arrest following a fight 
which broke out in the Union 
during an MSM "mass democracy" 
meeting on Zionism two weeks ago. 
Four MSM members were banned 
from the Union by Internal Vice- 
President. Mark Bernier. Last 
week police arrested two MSM 
members inside the Union for 
violating Bcrnier's ban order. 

'There is no doubt that it is the 
responsibility of the Students' 
Council to defend democratic 
rights on campus," said Michael 
Johnson, a member of the Arts and 
Science Undergraduate Society 
Council. 

"Regardless of councillors' view- 
points or feelings, 'they must not 
allow political groups to be attack- 
ed", he said. "It is even more 
obvious that they themselves must 
not be allowed to initiate attacks on 
political groups." 

John Leidjerman, a University 
of Quebec student mentioned in the 
injunction against student strikers 
at the U of Q last year, outlined the

role of the police in breaking the 
student strike, "this is just à small 
example of how university admin- 
istrations use the police to crush . 
student revolt," he said. "It's not 
only possible but absolutely neces- 
sary for students to settle their 
own affairs" without police inter- 
vention. 

Students' Society President Paul 
Drager spoke at the meeting and 
defended the. executive's decision 
to call police on campus. 

"For three weeks there was a 
potentially violent situation," he " 
said. "Police were called when it 
got to the point where fights were 
breaking out. Calling police is the 
last thing we'll do from now on." 

Several campus groups spoke in 
support of a committee to defend 
democratic rights, including the 
Workers' Support Conynittee' — 
McGill, the McGill for Farmwork- 
ers Committee, the Morgentaler 
Defence Committee, and tho Daily. 

A member of the McGill Young 
Socialists — which has been denied 
club status from the Students' 
Society on the grounds that it is a 
"political group" — said the com- 
mittee should work to "change the 
relationship of forces which has so 
far allowed the Students' Council to 
attack democratic rights on the 
campus." 

A spokesman for the Movement 
Révolutionnaire des Etudiants du 
Quebec said the council's moves 
against the Daily, students sup- 
porting the maintenance workers' 
strike, and others, are "Clearly 
aimed against progressive campus 
groups and are designed to muzzle 
open political debate on campus." 

"The university isn't an ivory . 
tower institution cut off from social 
reality," he said. "Political repres- 
sion at McGill is just one aspect of 
general repression in society a- 
gainst workers and political 
groups." 

The students at yesterday's 
meeting elected a five-member 
steering committee to direct the 
group, which will be helping to 
publicize next week's open meeting 
called to vote on resolutions lifting 
the ban against the four MSM 
members, and preventing jwlice 
from coming on campus. •.-,•»•.

Militant workers' strikes drag on 



A demonstration in solidarity' 
with striking workers of the 
'Firestone, Gypsum, nnd Shellcasl 
; plants has been called for by the 
: Montreal-wide Worker Solidarity 
^Committee. All members of the 
'community arc urged toattend this 
demonstration tonight which seeks 
to reaffirm general concern and 
support for the workers in these 
important strikes. 

In all three struggles the 
workers are making just demands, 
but are being faced with repressive 
counter-measures from their bos- 
ses who in each case are trying to 
mercilessly suppress these strug- 
gles. 

SIIELLCAST: 

' r At the -Shellcast plant, a small 
[steel foundry in Montreal-north, 46 
[immigrant workers are engaged 
in a wildcat strike for the second 
' time in eight months. The workers 
fare struggling for two things: their 
.democatic right of union represen- 
tation, and the rehiring of a fellow 
worker fired in'a blatantly political 
manner for alleged "sabotage" of 
the factory. In actuality, the man, 
according to the other workers, 
,was fired because of his outspoken

the workers' demands. 

This struggle is an important one 
because the workers (mainly 
Haitian, Chilian, Spanish, and 
Portuguese), as immigrants, are 
faced with particularly extreme 
exploitation. Their boss limits his 
hiring specifically to workers of 
immigrant background because as 
immigrants, vith the threat of 
firing or deportation hanging over 
their heads, he is extracting a 60 
hour Work week with salaries 
.varying between 2 and 3 dollars per 
hour and no other benefits. These 
conditions are even more intoler- 
able than those faced by many 
striking Québécois. 

It is important to understand 
how vulnerable immigrant work- 
ers are. They can be fired at any

time because most of them work in 
non-unionized shops. They must 
not only fight against the boss, buj. 
also against the myth perpetrated 
by the capitalists that they have 
come here to steal jobs away from 
Quebec workers. In actuality many 
immigrant laborers come to 
Canada because the prospects for 
economic and political security arc 
nil in the fascist dictatorships from 
which they flee. When they arrive, 
they find conditions almost as grim 
because in general, companies that 
hire them do so with an-eye 
greater profits from low salaries 
and poor working conditions. 
Further, many companies hire 
immigrants with no working- 
papers and as such hold the added 
threat of deportation against the 
workers. 

CANADIAN GYPSUM 
The workers at the Canadian 
Gypsum - plant's in Montreal and 
Joliette have been on strike since 
March 22nd and May 7th respect- 
ively. Canadian Gypsum is a 
subsidiary of U.S. Gypsum, head 
office in Chicago, Illinois. Gypsum 
owns over .120 companies around 
the world, and realized a net profit 
of $39 million in 1971. Only 35% of 
its plants are unionized, and many 
of these are shop unions: I.e., 
associations set up by and totally 



i...>V" 

under the control of the manage- 
' ment. 

In 1966 Canadian Gypsum bought 
three companies in Quebec, 
bringing its total to five plants in 
the province; Each factory employs 
less than a hundred workers, 
reducing the bargaining power of 
each union, and bringing into full 
play the classic strategy of "divide 
and exploit". 

After the purchase, the condi- 
tions deteriorated in the factories, 
and the Joliette workers had to 
strike for2'/j months in 1966 just to 
win recognition for their union. The 
Notre Dame plant also struck the 
same year, followed by St. Jerome 
in 1967 and Louiscvillc in 1968, all 
over the same issue. Individual 
letters sent to strikers by Jean 
Lacombc, factory manager of 
Joliette, encouraged the workers 
to pressure the union to stop the 
strike, or else "the Company will 
offer employment to new workers 
who will thus replace the resisting 
workers.',' Thdhreat of usingscabs 
became a recurring theme at 
Gypsum from then on. During the 
latest strike, scabs have been 
recruited from local taverns and 
through ads in the "Courier de 
Montcalm", the regional paper 
which from the start has taken a 
hostile attitude towards the 



strikers. The advertisements 
quote a salary. of $7,645. for scabs, 
-while the union scale is $6,541, an 
increase which the company 
refuses to offer Jo the strikers. In 
addition an old scab received a 
bonus of $25 for every new one he 
could recruit. 

Wages, although important, are 
secondary compared to the de- 
mands concerning working condi- 
tions. Substantial wage increases 
arc sought, with retroactivity 
however. The other demands arc: 

— a 40-hour work week with 
voluntary overtime at time-and-a- 
half on Saturday, double time on 
Sunday; 

— the application of the Rand 
Formula (the right of one union to 
represent all workers in the same 
factory); 

— grievance rights on all aspects of 
work in the factory, and greater 
union freedom, such as allowing 
union delegates to carry out their 
functions on company time if 
necessary; 

— rehiring of three union officials 
who were fired during negotiations. 

FIRESTONE:. 
The 312 workers at the Firestone 
plant in Joliette have been on 
strike since March 28th. They are 
demanding: 
- — a wage increase of 70-26-26 cents 



over three years; a total of only 
$1.22 even though they presently 
receive $1.47 less than their 
Ontario counterparts; 

— a guarantee that they won't be 
laid off if technological improve- 
ments in the plant are introduced; 

— compulsory overtime be limited 
to 16 overtime hours, down from 
the present 7 days a week, 12 hours 
a day in one branch of the company; 

— that French be made the 
working language of the company 
because 100% of the workers are 
French speaking, and; 

— that the employees be allowed 
grievances concerning all working 
conditions. 

Rather than meet these demands 
the company has responded with 
daily provocations that have 
triggered off violent incidents 
involving Molotov cocktails, guns 
and police dogs, which would result 
in fines and prison sentences 
adding up to millions of dollars and 
years in jail against the strikers, if 
convicted. 

Public support for these strikes 
is very important, and can take 
many forms. A national boycott of 
Firestone products has been 
launched and was instrumental in 
bringing the company to the 
negotiation tabic. The offices of the 
Quebec Department of Labour 
were occupied in late August by 
militant workers to help develop 
public awareness of the issues and 
the strikes. The workers are 
developing a growing awareness of 
the class nature of their struggles 
and arc supporting each other; as 
was evidenced by the visit many 
striking Joliette workers paid to 
the picket lines of the striking 
McGill maintenance workers. Fin- 
ally, demonstrations of solidarity 
have been organized so that other 
members of the community can 
express their support. Such mass 
support is crucial. 

The Workers Support Commit- 
tee of McGill has prepared the first 
English-language dossier on the 
developments surrounding the 
Joliette strikes. This pamphlet is 
available at the Workers'. Support 
Committee literature table in the 
Union.

Donna Balkan: Balkan believes 
that students can become involved 
with campus issues through refer- 
renda. I She said that student 
involvement would "do wonders at 
McGill. I'd go to the students and 
say, 'how do you feel about this 
issue' and then I'd represent their 
opinions on Council" she said. 

Arts and Science, claimed Bal- 
' kan, will receive the bulk of her 
attention and concern, rather than 
the whole student body. She 
remarked, "let the dentistry repre- 
sentative take care of the dent- 
ists." 

She said that the bookstore could 
be run more efficiently, "like in 
other universities", and she hopes 



that the pub will bring in needed 
revenues. 

Balkan said that the Daily issue 
could be settled by bringing it to a 
vote by the students. Concerning 
day care, she asserted, "I'm all for 
day care, but the check-off system 
was sort of silly. Council should 
just give day care a grant, like it 
gives the rest of the organiz- 
ations". 

Campbell Hendery: Hendery said 
that this election is very important 
"because a lot of students are 
realizing that they are getting 
shafted and the time has come for 
responsibility on Council." Al- 
though he is an arts student he 
stressed that he is very interested 
in working for the science students, 
"since they are the students who 
pay for things that have no bearing 
on them as science students." 
He said Council should concern 



itself with academic affairs instead 
of inter-faculty squabbles. "Hope- 
fully most of us are here for a 
reason, and therefore wc should 
deal with problems that concern 
the majority rather than the 
minority of vociferous students" he 
said. He added that this should not 
be interpreted as- a reactionary 
statement, but rather, that it 
should be viewed .as taking each 
issue at a time, and weighing it 
with the students in arts and 
' science in mind since "we are the 
ones who foot the bills for many 
things we arc not told about." 

"The time for messingaround and 
playinggameson Council is over and 
I for one, want to get down to 
business," said Hendery. 
Education Candidates 
The ballot today includes two 
candidates for education represen- 
tative: Casian Moscovici and Evans 



Wood. 

An "advance poll" in the 
education faculty was held Monday 
for those students who would not 
be able to vote today. 
Casian Moscovici: Moscovici said, 
"In our faculty, anyone on 
Students' Council is a member of 
the Education Undergraduate 
Council and a voting member of the 
faculty, and a lot of what I wantto 
do is based on that." N \ 

"I have one prevailing philos- 
ophy: a socialist one, but it may not 
apply to all decisions that I will 
make." He continued, "I will 
represent my faculty since I was 
elected by them.. This does not 
necessarily mean that I'll ride along 
with public opinion. The first 
consideration is my own cons- 
cience." 

Concerning current issues be- 
fore Council, Moscovici said he 



would vote affirmatively on funds 
for t h c Me G il 1 Day Care Cooperative 
(MDCC) and for the original McGill 
Daily budget. 

Evans Wood: Wood said that he 
wants -the education faculty to 
become more involved in the 
university. "On a lot of things, the 
education faculty hasn't taken a big 
part in issues. We' should now 
assert ourselves." 

He termed the attitude of the 
students in his faculty as "conser- 
vative" and said his biggest 
problem* would be eliminating 
"apathy toward campus issues". 

Wood said he supports day care 
at McGill and an "independent 
Daily". "I think day care is a good 
thing. A lot of people in Education 
are married with children, so this 
would serve their interests. If it 
doesn't get passed this year, it will 
come sooner or later." 
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An open letter to Dr. Peter 
Gutkind from the Students' 
Society President 

I take kindly to your remarks in 
your letter in the McGill Daily of 4 
December 1973, but I feel that your 
condemnation of our actions may 
be based on some misconceptions 
' concerning their motivation. 

Your feeling that members of the 
McGill Student Movement were 
banned from this building on the 
basis of, our bias against them is 
unfounded. 

The people (and we do consider 
l!.jm as people rather than as 
members of any group) were in our 
opinion the direct cause of violence 
in the University Centre. We have 
taken this action only as an 
absolute last resort. Over the last 
three weeks the lobby of the Union 
building has been changed from a 
forum for free speech to one for 
ugly confrontations based on hat- 
red. Eight people have managed to 
block, disrupt, and harass students 
using the McGill Student Union 
building. We could no- longer 
permit this. I am sure that had one 
of those demonstrations resulted in 
a serious injury to a student during 
one of the fights which broke out, 
tKc blame for the injury would have 
been placed with the Executive of 
the Students' Society. It is the 
Executive's responsibility to en- 
sure that the Union building is open 
and safe for all students who attend 
McGill. 

During the so-called debate 
people at other tables in the Union 
lobby, such as those selling U.N.I- 
C.E.F. Christmas Cards, had their 
rights abrogated and, indeed, had 
their safety threatened. Do these 
people not also have some rights? 

We have bent over backward to 
accommodate all groups in the 
University Centre. Even though 
the McGill Student Movement is 
not recognized as a student organ- 
ization by the Students' Society, 
we have permitted them to use 
rooms under other organizations* 
names. Even on the last Thursday, 
November 22, 1973, when violence 
erupted, we authorized the rally 
and even helped them by providing 
a stage platform. This co-operation 
we have afforded them is never 
discussed or even mentioned. Only 
after, and I stress that it was after 
violence and fist fights had erupted 
on each of three consecutive 
weeks, did we feel we needed to 
call the police into the Union 
building to actually settle the 
dispuie. 

It is a sad comment that people 
cannot discuss political matters 
without resorting to violence, but 
that is what has occurred during 
these demonstrations. 

I ask you, Professor "Gutkind, 
what you would have done, in a 
similar situation. Should we have 
allowed the fights to continue? 
Should we have neglected Ho 
protect the right to free speech for 
everyone save those who wield 
wooden flag poles of one and one 
half inch diameter against others? 

You speak of freedom of speech 
for everyone and I am in total 
agreement with this principle, but 
on the condition that this not 
include the freedom to repeatedly 
infringe on the rights of McGill

Are Arab states democratic? 
To the editor: 

I'd like to congratulate Stephen 
Aronson for presenting one of the 
most thoughtful, and well written 
essays on the Middle East question 
ever to appear on Daily pages in 
recent years. The article I am 
referrring to is entitled, "The 
Radical Case for Zionism", and it 
was published in the Nov. 28/73 
issue of the Daily. I. like Mr. 
Aronson, am astonished at the 
simplistic, analytical perspective of 
, many "radical" groups with regard 
to the Middle East crisis, 
particularly, the way they single- 
handedly place all Arabs together 
in one bag, and call them the "good 
guys," the "revolutionary" and the 
just, progressive group — while 
every person who affirms the right 
of the Jewish people to their own 
state, is automatically racist, 
fascist, and reactionary. Not only is 
this viewpoint childish, and con- 
temptible, but it is not based on any 
factual evidence. • 

By what stretch of the imagina- 
tion are any of the Arab 
governments truly just and 
democratic? In Sudan, Libya and 
Egypt, the left wing movement is 
continually harassed, and people 
are jailed or shot. The capitalist 
classjn every Arab state maintains 
its own position not only by real 
fascist measures, but also by 
sparking this war cry and creating 
a false enemy — the Jewish people. 
The fact that millions of Arab men, 
women, and children are denied the 
chance to live fulflives in their own 
"respective states is no fault' of 
Israel. After all, when was the last 
time we heard of an Arab oil Sheik 
"sharing the profits of the land with 
his Arab brothers? Of course all 
this doesn't, make Israel the most 
progressive state in the world, but 
it docs show us that the needs and 
cause of the Arab people, are 
certainly not those of their leaders, 
who most of the tinie arc searching 
for greater power and money.. 
Instead of calling ' Israel an 
imperialist nation, which it is not,' 
"radical" groups should be more 
concerned with the injustice and 
real aggression occurring' within 
each Arab state. 

Along with Mr. Aronson, I am 
amazed at the fact that "progres- 
sives" claim "Quebec aux Québéc- 
ois", Chile for Chileans, and Greece 
for the Greek people. All these 
claims are valid and justified; but 
Why do they deny the right of Jews 
who in every way form a people, to 
own their homeland? There is still 
" much land for the Palestinian 
people, along the west bank and the 
occupied territories, to enable 
them to create their own state. 
Once this happens, one will finally 
realize how similar the needs and 
wishes of both Palestinian and Jew 
are. Both peoples want progressive 
independent states. I believe we 
should work towards this end. 
Most of the other points of 
contention are well covered by Mr. 
Aronson and I suggest that anyone 
wishing to get a truer picture of the 
Middle East situation' reread his 
article.

Eyewitness account 
To the editor: - 

Firstly, I would like to congratu- 
late you on greatly reducing the 
degree of biased reporting in the 
Daily (rcf. Four arrested in clash at 
Union. Fri. Nov. 23, 1973). You see, 
I was at the Union at the time, and I 
would like to relate my observa- . 
tions, which are slightly different 
from those of your reporter. 

At 12:10 p.m., when I entèred 
the Union, I saw the usual few 
booths and in the back, near the 
coffee shop, were several members 
of the McGill Student Movement 
(MSM) "sloganeering", as you so 
aptly put it in your editorial (same 
issue). Something struck me as 
being unusual — there were more 
people on the speakers' platform 
than in the audience — but having 
been in university for 4Vt years, 
I've learned that anything can 
happen, and if these people wished 
to talk to the walls, this was 
certainly none of ' my business. 
(Perhaps they were conducting a 
psychological experiment.) 

I proceeded to investigate the 
other booths and lingered with the 
members of the McGill Christian 
Fellowship (MCF), who were 
conducting a singalong of popular 
songs with spiritual undertones. 
Please note that this singing was 
going on at the same time as the 
"mass democracy" talks. A mem- 
ber or the MCF told me that this 
was being done to show students 
that there was a more peaceable 
alternative to what the MSM was 
trying to do. Three fellows came 
over and, after singing along for a 
while, one asked if he could play 
some Hebrew songs. The'girl who 
owned the guitar' consented and 
the singalong continued, but only 
for a few minutes. As was reported, 
the MSM'ers, carrying heavy flags, 
marched across the lobby and 
assaulted these fellows. The rest 
you know. 

When all was said and done, four 
members of the MSM had been 
arrested with two of the "Zionists" 
pressing charges. By the way, one 
of these two docs not wear glasses 
— I made his acquaintance several 
years ago — and the 'other was 
wearing glasses which were intact, 
but that's neither here nor there. 

Several questions arise from this 
incident and they demand an 
answer. The MSM, by their own 
admission, resorted to physical 
violence because the Zionists were 
purposefully interfering with their 
"mass democracy" — or so they 
said. If this was the case, why did 
they tolerate peace songs sung in 
English (for approximately 'A hr.) 
yet when peace songs were sung in 
Hebrew this was deemed "disrup- 
tive?" I, personally, sense racial 
undertones here. Is mass demo- 
cracy a tool of THE PEOPLE or of 
the SUPERIOR RACE? To me, 
these people seem to be talking 
extreme leftist and acting extreme 
rightist. I wonder if there is a 
difference? 

For that matter, what is mass 
democracy? From what I was able 
to gather from the MSM, it is the 
opportunity to exercise the right of 
freedom of expression. This is 
apparently a very important right. 
So much so, that if anyone openly 
disagrees, he gets thrown out on 
his ass!

MSM members 
suspended

Three of the McGill students and 
members of MSM, who were 
arrested and banned from the 
Union two weeks ago, have been 
placed under "administrative sus- 
•- students. 



pension." Two of the 
Ze'ev Ionis and Robert Wallace, 
will not be allowed to appear on any 
part of the campus under the 
suspension, unless given prior 
permission. The third student, 
Larry Tansey, had his suspension 
temporarily lifted yesterday, al- 
though he will not be allowed in the 
Union Building. 

The admininstrative suspen- 
sions were announced on Friday by 
Dean of Students Saeed Mirza and 
confirmed yesterday by the 
disciplinary committee of the 
Senate. Hearings will be held on 
Friday by the committee to 
determine whether or not the 
suspension of the three students 
will become effective for the 
duration of the academic year. • 
The MSM members were first 
arrested on November 22, along 
with . a fourth member, John 
Robertson, and charged with 
"assaulting a police officer in the 
performance of his duty." The four 
were then banned from the Union 
by Internal Vice-President Mark 
Bernier. Wallace and Ionis later did 
not observe the ban and later were 
each ejected from the Union by 
police on separate occasions. 

Bernier said that he banned the 
four from the Union not because 



they were members of the MSM. 
but because they had caused 
disruption and violence. He said 
that since it was his responsibility, 
the decision to ban the students 
was taken by him alone, in the 
interest of all other students. 

"People are afraid to use the 
Union because of the demonstra- 
tions and the violence going on in 
the lobby. These people are 
interfering with the freedom of 
others. They pose a threat to 
anyone else who wants to use the 
union," he said. 

"Ionis and Wallace had been 
warned in advance. In my opinion 
they came looking for trouble," said 
Bernier. 

Bernier said that he will not lift 
the. ban on the four until the 
disciplinary committee has reached 
a decision and until he is satisfied 
that they will abide by the "rules of 
the building". If the case ends in 
their favour, the four will then be 
required to" submit p written 
statement to Bernier, to the effect 
that "they will not cause violence 
and will respect the rights of 
others," he said. 

Bernier said that the four will 
receive fair treatment from the 
committee. He said that, "people 
have been bending over backwards 
too long for Ionis and Wallace, 
however." 

The two were suspended last fall 
,for the duration of the school year 
for allegedly causing disruptions at 
a talk given by Columbia professor 
Zbigniew Brzezinski.

Palestine Liberation Organization 
(PLO), and a prominent Palestin- 
ian resistance poet, spoke at a 
conference on the Middle East 
sponsored by the Middle East 
Anti-Imperialist Coalition. A Pales- 
tinian who left Israel "to find his 
roots," Housicn now resides in 
Damascus where he worked during 
the recent war. 

He explained the tensions which 
precipitated the conflict, 'The 
Israelis won the 1967 war, and 
came out very proud— the Arabs 
came out very humiliated. The 
United Nations interfered and took 
position after position ordering 
Israel back to the prc-67 borders. It 
took Israel six days to win the war 
and the Arabs have waited six 
years for implementation of the 
resolution 212 passed by the U.N." 

"The Arabs-realized that they 
could only take back their lands by 
force. Israel does not want peace," 
he said citing an Israeli periodical. 
"Peace of any kind is against her 
nature." 

""Housien described the growing 
sense of confidence in the Arab 
world, "In Syria, everyone was 
disappointed that the war stopped; 
I didn't sec anyone who lost 
someone cry, wear black or com- 
plain. They only asked why the war 
stopped. You could notice new 
confidence in children, young peo- 
ple and old." 
He felt that there must be a final 



battle with IsraeU"Not to wipe the 
Israelis out, but to force their 
leaders to see that the whole world 
is against them and is disgusted 
with them. The world is tired of 
Israel, of Israeli policy, of anyone 
who attacks Israel being called 
anti-semitic, of Israel refusing to 
implement U.N. resolutions." 

"I am against a Jewish, Moslem. 
Hhuddist or any religious state. 1 
want a democratic state in which all 
people can live," he said. When 
asked how he could guarantee 
Israelis their rights and freedom in 
a Palestinian state, he replied, "I 
can't give you a written guarantee; 
how can you sign a piece of paper 
that assures there won't be a 
conflict? I believe it can work; if 
you believe in something; you can 
do it. If there are Arabs who want 
to throw the Jews into the sea, 
come with me and we will fi^ht 
them together." 

Ncsar Ahmad, speaking on be- 
half of the Middle East Anti 
Imperialist Coalition, explained 
that "The coalition was based on 
the acceptance of three principles; 
anti-imperialism, anti-Zionism and 
support - for the revolutionary 
movements in the Middle East 
everywhere (Iran, Persian Gulf, 
etc.). "Zionism", he said, "is a 
colonialist doctrine, seeking to. 
destroy an entire -nation— the 
Palestinian nation." He asserted 
that, "Palestine is certainly not a 
country without a people. The 
people are the Palestinians, whose 
right to self-determination we 
pledge to support."

Dawson and Allison Doupe. 
Loyola, who was also troubled by 
serving problems, could not cope 
with the McGill offence and settled 
for only 10 points to McGill's 15. 
Disaster for Loyola 
The second game was a disaster 
for Loyola. The Super Squaws 
controlled their serves, spikes and 
volleys well, while the Tommies 
played with little concentration or 
power. The game was 13-0 in 
favour of McGill before Loyola 
finally scored, but then it was too 
late for the underdogs to generate 
an attack. the Super Squaws easily 
embarrassed their rivals by a final 
score of 15-4. 

Against Université' de Sher- 
brooke, McGill lost the first game, 
15-6, and the second 15-2. The 
strength and speed of Sherbrookc's 
attack forced McGill into playing 
defensive- volleyball, with the 
result that the Super Squaws 
worked hard but benefitted little. 
Sherbrooke's accurate placement, 
which caught McGill players out of 
position, helped account for the 
double loss. 

During the first game against 
Mac-Jac, McGill coach Anne 
Patterson sat forward on the 
bench, perfectly still, with her 
arms restfully folded on her knees 
and her eyes calmly set on the court 
— while to herself she alternately 
cursed and sighed relief. Val Taylor 
served a few early points to give 
McGill a 6-1 lead, but Mac-Jac 
regained possession, gradually tied

the game at 11-11. then took a lead 
of 14-12. Threatened by Mac's 
game point situation, McGill 
answered the service with a setup 
and spike which led to a MacD*onald 
side-out. The Super Squaws then 
made three points to take the lead 
at 15-14, but a missed serve 
prevented them from reaching the 
last point needed to secure a 
victory. Mac scored once again to 
tie the game at 15 all, before being 
called for a violation. On the return 
attack, McGill's Barb Dawson and 
Brcnda Thompson fired the

consecutive spikes which 
won the game, 17-15. 

Second game less tense 
McGill's second game against 
Macponald was less tense. Keep- 
ing tight coverage on the block was 
the biggest problem for the Super 
Squaws, as Mac-Jac made good use 
of spikes and tips, as well as drive 
volleys, in changing the pace and 
shuffling the McGill defence. 
McGill's attack lacked power, but it 
was controlled and consistent 
enough to win the game, 1511.

rs win meet

Queeni University's male swim 
team lost to McGill's last Saturday 
by one point— 48 to 47. The score 
indicated strenuous competition 
but actually the two teams 
complemented each other to a very 
large extent; where one was weak 
the other was strong. The 
exceptions to this— the 200-yard 
backstroke and the 500-yard 
crawl— were the deciding factors. 
McGill won both of those and th'us, 
of course, the meet. 

Tbe principals in these races 
were Phillip Wilson in the back and- 
George Bovell in the crawl. Both 
won by slim margins; Phillip with a 
very creditable 2 :20.1 and George 
with a well paced 5:28 (1:03 first 
hundred and l:06's thereafter) in 
the 500-yard free style. George also 
won the 200-yard free in 1:58.7 and 
anchored the 400-yard free style 
relay with a split of 52.4. 

Queen's has a superb breast 



strokcr in the person of Robert 
Stoddard who, although not the 
best breast swimmer in Canada, is 
among the top two or three and did 
represent Canada in the Munich 
Olympics last year. He won two 
races and competed on their 
winning 400-yard medley relay 
team and these victories, combined 
with the butterfly and the 
1000-yard crawl, were the only 
wins for Queens. But they were 
won handily. 

McGill countered with equally 
lopsided victories in the 50 and 
100-yard free styles. Chris Welch 
won both with times of 23.1 and 
51.5 seconds respectively. Chris is 
obviously very good, especially in 
the 100, and very young; at 17 he 
has two or three years to go before 
he hits his physical peak. 

What is interesting, and this 
gives rise to a great deal of 
optimism about the team's future, 
is that all of the members of the • 
team are under 20 years of age and 
have two or more years left before 



they graduate. These include Phil 
Wilson (who, as well as placing first 
in the aforementioned 100 back 
placed third in the 200 individual 
medley), John Jackson (53.8 split in 
the winning 400 free style relay; 
second in the 200 back and second 
in the 200 individual medley). John 
Buenell (second in the 200-yard 
breast and fourth in the 200-yard 
free), Hing Yap (third in the 1000 
free) and Art Baker (fourth in the 
200-yard fly), v 

Relay victories— a true baro- 
meter of a swim team's health 
because a weak relay team cannot 
be hidden by one or two 
stars— emphasize the improve- 
ment that Coach Staples has 
wrought- in two months time. 
McGill won the 400 : yard free style 
relay with a time of 3:32.7 which is 
a full ten seconds better than tjje 
time last year's swim team 
achieved in a February 10 dual 
meet against Queens. The team's 
next meet is against Carleton this 
Saturday.
